Orientation 


When  you  arrive  at  Sweet  Briar,  the  members  of 
the  Orientation  Committee  will  be  ready  to  welcome 
you.  This  committee  is  made  up  of  sophomores  and 
juniors.  During  your  first  week  at  college  they  will 
introduce  you  to  people  and  help  you  to  find  your  way 
around  the  campus.  Each  member  of  Orientation, 
or  Big  Sister,  has  exclusive  care  of  three  or  four 
freshmen.  Your  Big  Sister  will  be  available  through- 
out the  year  to  advise  you  on  personal  matters  or 
in  your  academic  concerns  and  responsibilities.  You 
will  find  the  members  of  Orientation,  dressed  in  white  for  this 
first  brief,  frantic  week,  a  never-failing  source  of  information 
and  enthusiasm! 


The  Assistant  Dean,  who  is  the  academic  dean  of  freshmen,  and 
her  assistant  will  serve  as  counselors  for  your  class  during  its 
first  year.  They  will  advise  you  on  any  questions  or  problems 
you  may  have  concerning  the  academic  side  of  college  life. 

On  the  social  side,  a  Freshman  Mixer  is  arranged  soon  after 
college  opens,  by  the  Orientation  Committee.  You  will  meet 
men  from  the  University  of  Virginia,  Washington  and  Lee,  Vir- 
ginia Military  Institute  and  other  nearby  men's  colleges.  If  you 
already  know  someone  at  one  of  these  places  you  may  want  to 
ask  him  over  for  the  dance;  a  date  is  by  no  means  a  necessity, 
however,  as  there  are  always  lots  of  boys  anxious  to  meet  the 
new  freshman  class. 
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.  .  .  Your  roommate 

Whether  she  will  be  vivacious  or  quiet,  funny  or  serious,  remains 
to  be  seen;  however,  you  both  will  be  settling  into  the  same  new 
and  different  surroundings,  and  your  many  activities  during  the 
first  week  of  college  will  provide  you  with  much  in  common. 
Sweet  Briar  is  particularly  interested  in  enrolling  students  from 
every  state  and  from  several  foreign  countries.  Thus  you  may 
reasonably  expect  to  find  that  you  and  your  roommate  represent  a 
meeting  of  the  interests  of  two  very  different  areas.

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You  and  your  roommate  will  probably  want  to  collaborate  on 
picking  out  room  accessories  or  in  choosing  Rental  Pictures  (already 
framed)  for  $2  a  year  from  the  college's  Rental  Picture  Collection. 


.  .  .  Your  clothes 

Virginia  weather  may  call  for  cottons  as  late  as  November  and 
again  as  early  as  March.  During  cold  weather,  skirts,  sweaters, 
loafers,  and  knee  socks  are  worn  to  classes.  Long  wool  scarves, 
slacks,  and  boots  will  come  in  handy.  For  lectures,  concerts,  Sun- 
day dinners,  and  dates,  you  will  need  various  kinds  of  outfits: 
a  suit  for  football  games,  a  dressy  wool  and  a  cocktail  dress  or  two, 
and  a  short  or  long  evening  dress  for  an  occasional  formal  dance. 
Skirts  and  blouses  are  generally  worn  to  combo  parties. 

If  you  are  planning  to  ride,  bring  boots,  breeches,  and 
a  riding  coat,  and  a  hard  hat  if  you  want  to  hunt.  If 
you  intend  to  go  out  for  tennis,  you  may  want  white 
shorts  or  a  tennis  dress.  In  the  spring  (and  sometimes 
in  early  fall)  you  will  want  a  bathing  suit  for  sun- 
bathing and  for  swimming  at  the  lake. 

We  have  a  college  laundry,  but  don't  forget  to  sew 
nametapes  on  everything  you  send  to  it.  The  dormitory 
maid  will  do  articles  that  require  special  care,  for  a 
price;  or  you  may  do  them  yourself  in  the  dormitory 
laundry  room.  For  other  attentions  to  your  wardrobe, 
there  is  a  seamstress  on  campus  who  does  hemming  and  alterations. 
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.  .  .  Your  budget 

The;  number  and  variety  of  minor  items  that  drain  your  college 
allowance  will  probably  come  as  something  of  a  shock.  A  few 
of  the  directions  in  which  your  funds  will  rapidly  disappear  are 
listed  here. 

Soap,  shampoo,  and  toothpaste  are  indispensables;  and  don't 
overlook  cash  for  dry  cleaning,  shoe  repair,  and  special  laundering. 
(A  weekly  allowance  of  $1.15  for  washing  done  by  the  college 
laundry  is  included  in  the  college  fee.) 

Contributions  to  the  annual  Campus  Chest  Drive,  the  Student 
Development  Fund,  and  the  Community  Christmas  Party  will 
also  figure  in  your  budgeting. 

As  for  incidental  spending,  coffee  and  doughnuts  at  the  Date 
House,  hamburgers  at  the  Briar  Patch  Inn,  and  bus  trips  into 
Lynchburg  (90^  there  and  back)  are  all  optional  but  inevitable. 
If  you  are  a  member  of  the  riding  set,  you  will  spend  $35  a 
season  for  instruction  and  rides  once  a  week,  $60  for  twice  a 
week;  if  you  are  an  occasional  rider,  the  rate  is  $4  per  ride. 

The  Book  Shop  is  a  financial  Waterloo  for  almost  everyone. 
Purchases  there  must  be  cash  until  the  first  of  October; 
after  that  you  may  charge  anything  over  a  dollar  except 
textbooks.  The  Student  Activities  fee  of  $40  is  due  at 
the  beginning  of  the  academic  year.  This  includes, 
among  other  things,  membership  in  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment and  Athletic  Associations;  admission  to  Paint 
and  Patches  plays;  subscriptions  to  all  student  publica- 
tions; and  participation  in  the  two  college  dance  week- 
ends. 

The  Student  Bank  at  the  Treasurer's  Ofiice  will  open  a  drawing 
account  for  you  at  any  time.  Withdrawals  may  be  made  in  cash 
only  from  your  funds  deposited  at  the  Bank.  The  Bank  will  also 
honor  checks  drawn  against  an  account  in  your  bank  at  home. 
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Sweet  Briar    Traditions 
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Founders'  Day 

Founders'  Day  at  Sweet  Briar  is  celebrated  in  October. 
Everyone  attends  a  morning  program  in  the  audi- 
torium, at  which  the  seniors  wear  their  black  robes 
for  the  first  time  (hemmed  by  members  of  your  class). 
Later  they  are  joined  by  the  college  community  in  a 
brief  ceremony  on  Monument  Hill,  where  members 
of  the  Fletcher  and  Williams  families  are  buried. 

Parents'  Day 

This  is  your  family's  chance  to  meet  your  professors 
informally,  to  get  to  know  your  roommate  and  school 
friends,  and  to  see  the  campus.  Parents'  Day  is 
usually  the  last  Saturday  in  October;  make  room 
reservations  early  if  your  parents  plan  to  come. 


Senior  Show 

Somehow,  in  addition  to  the  myriad  activities  accompanying  the 
last  year  of  college,  the  seniors  manage  to  produce,  direct,  and 
act  in  an  excellent  show.  It  may  be  an  original  script  or  a  real 
Broadway  show;  in  either  case  it  is  always  full  of  songs  and 
hilarity  and  brings  to  light  many  previously  unsuspected  talents. 

Faculty  Show 

Once  in  a  college  generation,  the  Faculty  takes  time  out  from 
scholarly  pursuits  to  create  for  a  night  their  own  version  of  the 
world  of  the  theatre.  It  is  amazing  for  most  of  us  to  discover 
that  the  Faculty  have  such  an  insight  into  our  lives.  The  next 
Faculty  Show  is  scheduled  for  January,  1966,  and  will  be  eagerly 
anticipated. 


Freshman  Show 

The  seniors  and  Faculty  don't  take  all  the  honors  in  original 
entertainment,  for  one  of  the  important  annual  events  is  the 
Freshman  Show.  It  will  be  directed,  produced,  and  maybe  even 
written  by  your  class.  You  assemble  your  talents  in  March  and 
the  night  before  spring  vacation  put  on  your  show.  Everyone 
comes  to  enjoy  what  your  class  produces. 
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Stepsinging 

Several  times  a  year — fall,  Christmas,  and  spring — all  four  classes 
gather  in  front  of  the  Refectory  to  sing.  Each  class  sings  to  its 
sister  class  and  you  will  sing  to  yours,  the  juniors.  This  is  an 
occasion  when  the  seniors  proudly  occupy  their  coveted  Golden 
Stairs  and  the  juniors  their  almost-as-stately  Bench. 

The  sophomores  stand  facing  the  Sophomore  Wall  and  the 
freshmen  nearest  the  Hitching  Post,  which  is  yours  to  paint  in 
your  class  colors  and  to  defend  against  attempted  sophomore 
paintings.  At  the  spring  stepsinging  the  names  of  the  year's 
members  of  QV  are  announced.  After  the  last  stepsinging,  the 
underclassmen  rush  for  their  newly-acquired  positions.  Before 
you  know  it,  you  will  be  heading  for  the  Sophomore  Wall. 

Junior  Banquet 

Two  nights  before  Spring  Vacation,  the  quadrangle  in  front  of 
the  Refectory  is  the  scene  of  a  titanic  struggle  between  the  Senior 
Class  and  the  Junior  Class,  one  attempting  to  retain  its  most 
prized  possession,  and  the  other  trying  to  obtain  that  possession, 
the  Golden  Stairs.  Preceding  the  chaos  and  excitement,  the 
Junior  Class  has  a  sumptuous  banquet  at  the  Boonsboro  Country 
Club,  where  they  receive  their  class  rings  and  become  almost- 
seniors. 

Dances  and  Dates 

Every  weekend  Sweet  Briar's  campus  has  a  decidedly 
coeducational  look.  Upperclassmen  have  the  job  of 
rushing  around  finding  blind  dates  for  many  of  these 
visiting  young  men.  Twice  a  year,  there  are  dance 
weekends  on  campus:  Fall  Dances  or  Midwinters — 
whichever  the  Social  Committee  decides  to  have — 
and  May  Day.  These  weekends  include  afternoon 
popular  concerts,  class  combo  parties,  and  usually 
big-name  dance  bands. 
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Tapping 

When  one  night  you  hear  what  sounds  like  an  especially  hysterical 
meeting  of  the  Order  of  Flagellants  touring  the  campus,  don't 
be  alarmed — it's  just  the  Aints  and  Asses  choosing  new  members. 
They  march  through  the  halls  of  every  dorm,  stopping  outside  the 
door  of  each  newly-chosen  candidate.  Other  groups  follow  the 
same  custom,  marching  to  tap  their  new  members. 

Christmas  Bazaar 

Those  who  just  don't  have  time  to  Christmas-shop  in  Lynchburg 
need  not  worry.  Early  in  December,  Lynchburg  stores  practically 
come  out  to  them  for  a  day,  bringing  their  main  gift  items  to 
the  Bazaar  in  basement  Grammer.  There  are  also  food  booths 
and  an  auction.  The  Bazaar  proceeds  go  to  the  college's  De- 
velopment Program. 


May  Day 

Months  of  organization  and  planning  by  the  sopho- 
more class  go  into  making  May  Day  weekend  a  major 
event.  The  May  Queen  and  her  Court  create  a  mem- 
orable picture,  all  pastel  colors  and  spring  flowers. 
Other  activities  of  the  weekend  include  class  combo 
parties,  a  concert,  the  formal  Saturday  night  dance, 
and  the  Tau  Phi-Chung  Mung  baseball  game. 


Amherst  County  Day 

An  annual  event  at  Sweet  Briar  since  1922,  Amherst  County 
Day  is  held  on  a  Saturday  in  May  and  has  much  the  flavor  of 
an  old-fashioned  country  fair  with  contests  and  exhibits,  home- 
made foods,  games  and  dancing,  and  other  entertainments.  Sweet 
Briar  students  provide  art  exhibits,  help  entertain  the  children, 
and  take  part  in  other  phases  of  the  day's  program. 
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Lantern  Night 

Lantern  Night  is  the  last  traditional  event  before  graduation. 
Each  senior  chooses  as  her  lantern  bearer  an  underclassman  who 
makes  an  original  lantern  for  her  and  carries  it  during  the  out- 
door candlelit  song  program. 


Hooding 

The  hooding  ceremony  takes  place  at  graduation,  immediately 
after  the  seniors  have  received  their  diplomas.  The  "hooder," 
wearing  a  white  dress,  sits  behind  her  senior.  At  the  proper 
moment  the  bachelor  of  arts  hood,  lined  with  Sweet  Briar's  rose 
and  green,  is  placed  over  the  head  of  the  new  alumna.  This 
ceremony  marks  the  finish  of  four  years  of  college  for  the 
graduate.

The  French  Corridor 

Although  relatively  new  here,  the  French  Corridor  has  been  very 
successful  as  a  means  of  developing  confidence  and  fluency  in 
speaking  French.  Many  girls  who  elect  to  live  on  the  corridor 
are  looking  forward  to  enrollment  in  the  Junior  Year  in  France 
program,  and  are  eager  to  improve  their  conversational  prowess. 
A  French  exchange  student  lives  on  the  hall  and  helps  them  with 
expression  and  pronunciation  and  contributes  to  an  understanding 
of  the  intellectual  and  cultural  background  of  the  French  people. 
On  designated  nights,  there  are  also  special  language  tables  in 
the  Refectory  where  you  may  practice  your  French,  German,  or 
Spanish. 
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The  Book  Shop 

The  Book  Shop  has  a  cozy,  inviting  air  with  its  book- 
Hned  walls  and  its  fireplace  tiles  illustrating  Sweet 
Briar  traditions.  It  provides  the  staples  of  academic 
life  such  as  textbooks  and  paper.  In  addition,  it  offers 
stationery  and  greeting  cards,  handmade  jewelry, 
pewter  tableware,  ceramics,  and,  of  course,  a  beautiful 
collection  of  books  on  art,  travel,  history,  politics, 
poetry,  ad  infinHutn. 


Boxwood  Inn 

The  dining  room  of  the  Inn  serves  morning  coffee  and  three  meals 
a  day.  You  may  arrange  for  surprise  birthday  parties  to  be  held 
there  —  the  cook  will  bake  a  cake  —  and  entertain  off-campus 
guests  at  a  meal.  The  mid-morning  coffee  hour  provides  a  chance 
for  professors  and  students  to  meet  informally,  and  the  Sunday- 
night  waffle  supper  is  especially  good. 


Commons 

Located  on  the  ground  floor  of  Grammer,  Commons  is  a  large 
room  furnished  with  tables,  chairs,  coke  and  candy  vending  ma- 
crines,  a  television  set,  and  a  piano.  Smoking  is  allowed  there  and 
many  students  use  it  for  typing,  playing  bridge,  etc.  Little  Com- 
mons, the  same  idea  on  a  smaller  scale  is  located  in  Randolph. 
Other  dormitories  have  smaller  rooms  equipped  with  coke  mach- 
ines where  smoking  is  permitted. 

Emily  Bowen  Room 

The  Emily  Bowen  Room,  on  the  ground  floor  of  Dew  dormitory, 
is  used  for  lectures  and  meetings  and  for  informal  dances  and 
parties.  You  may  use  it  to  study  and  smoke,  play  bridge,  listen 
to  records,  or  entertain  a  date.  Students  may  sign  up  to  use  the 
adjoining  kitchen. 


Kitchenettes 

For  those  who  Hke  to  prepare  an  occasional  cup  of  coffee  or 
bowl  of  soup,  there  are  kitchenettes  in  Gray,  Dew,  Grammer,  Meta 
Glass,  Carson,  and  Randolph. 


Date  House 

If  you  need  an  ice-cream  cone  or  a  cup  of  coffee  or 
a  hamburger,  the  Date  House  is  the  place  to  go.  It 
is  outfitted  with  television  and  a  ping-pong  table  and 
serves  as  the  campus  drugstore,  supplying  items  such 
as  soap,  shampoo,  and  toothpaste.  If  the  lunch  menu 
has  no  appeal  for  you,  or  if  you  don't  feel  like  dressing 
for  dinner,  you  may  head  for  the  Date  House  just 
down  the  hill. 


Boat  House 

The  Boat  House  is  not  just  a  shelter  for  the  rowboats  and  canoes 
on  Sweet  Briar  Lake.  Its  lounge  with  an  open  fireplace  is  used 
all  year  for  indoor  picnics  with  dates  and  for  student  parties. 
In  the  early  fall  and  spring,  the  deck  of  the  Boat  House  is  a  good 
place  for  sunbathing  after  swimming  or  canoeing.  Not  far  away, 
there  is  an  outdoor  fireplace  for  cooking  steaks  and  hot  dogs. 

Infirmary 

Sweet  Briar  has  a  resident  physician  and  three  registered  nurses 
who  are  at  the  infirmary  to  minister  to  any  aches  and  pains. 
Anyone  who  is  really  sick  may  stay  at  the  infirmary  for  further 
care  and  treatment.  There  is  a  note  box  at  the  front  door  where 
friends  of  convalescents  may  leave  notes  and  mail. 


Slave  Cabin 

The  only  slave  cabin  remaining  from  the  days  when  Sweet 
Briar  was  a  plantation,  this  one-room  building  has  been  con- 
verted into  a  tiny  chapel,  still  retaining  its  antique  charm.  You 
may  come  at  any  time  to  sit  and  enjoy  this  quiet  place,  secluded 
by  its  surrounding  trees  and  boxwoods. 

A.  A.  Cabin 

A  wonderful  thing  for  you  who  are  fond  of  the  woods  and  a 
primitive  atmosphere,  the  A.  A.  Cabin  is  used  for  picnics  or  over- 
night hikes,  the  latter  in  the  company  of  a  cabin  leader  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  or  staff.  Experts  and  neophytes  alike  may  cook 
their  meals  over  its  open  fireplace. 

Post  Office 

Near  the  Book  Shop  is  the  campus  Post  Office,  which  you  will 
probably  visit  at  least  fourteen  times  a  day.  You  will  be  assigned 
a  P.  O.  box  and  a  box-mate.  The  Post  Office  window  is  open  to 
sell  stamps  and  to  distribute  or  mail  packages  during  the  follow- 
ing hours:  8:30  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday; 
8:30  a.m.  to  12:30  on  Saturday;  10:30  to  11:00  a.m.  on  Sunday. 

Campus  Doings 

Throughout  the  year,  there  are  lectures,  concerts,  and  other 
programs  of  such  variety  as  to  appeal  to  a  great  range  of  interests. 
In  the  recent  past,  the  Canadian  Players  and  the  Netherlands 
Chamber  Orchestra  have  entertained  us,  and  the  college  community 
has  heard  and  enjoyed  such  distinguished  men  and  women  as 
Robert  Frost,  Dame  Judith  Anderson,  Joerg  Demus,  Senator  John 
G.  Tower,  John  Ciardi,  Madame  Indira  Nehru  Gandhi,  Norman 
Cousins,  Mark  Van  Doren,  Maureen  Forrester  and  the  Quartetto 
Italiano  to  name  only  a  very  few. 

The  Social  Committee  sponsors  an  annual  series  of  Saturday  night 
movies.  After  the  show,  the  Committee  sometimes  invites  every- 
one to  an  informal  party,  with  doughnuts  and  cokes. 


In    Town 

Sweet  Briar,  you  will  soon  discover,  is  in  the  country 
and  a  trip  to  Lynchburg  is  an  expedition  of  35  minutes 
by  bus.  There  you  will  find  many  stores  for  your 
shopping  needs.  For  clothes  there  are  Miller  &  Rhoads, 
Snyder  and  Berman,  Leggett's,  and  Baldwin's  (de- 
partment stores),  as  well  as  Vogue,  Wills-Camp, 
Ivey-Knight  (Montaldo's),  Carrousel,  Band  Box,  The 
Heather  Shop,  and  Stork's.  For  records,  shop  at 
Phillip's,  Miller  &  Rhoads,  or  L.  Oppleman.  Try 
Schewei's,  Reams,  or  one  of  the  department  stores 
for  your  interior  decorating  needs  and  Brown-  Morri- 
son's for  desk  supplies  or  J.  P.  Bell's  for  books  and  stationery. 
There  are  several  places  in  town  to  have  lunch,  and  if  your  family 
or  a  date  is  with  you,  you  will  find  that  The  Columns,  The  Colonial 
Lounge,  or  the  dining  room  of  The  Presidential  Motor  Inn  or  the 
Virginian  Hotel  will  provide  delicious  meals.  South  of  Lynch- 
burg, Virginia  and  Bill's  offers  Italian  cooking.  Closer  to  Sweet 
Briar,  the  Town  and  Country  Restaurant  and  the  Holiday  Inn,  or 
Archie's,  also  provide  dining  facilities. 

For  movies,  there  are  three  theaters  in  town,  the  Paramount,  the 
Plaza,  and  the  Warner,  and  several  drive-ins  just  outside  of  town. 
For  you  and  your  date,  Brandt's,  the  Parkway  Inn  and  occasionally, 
the  Holiday  Inn,  have  Saturday  night  combos. 

On  the  cultural  side,  there  is  the  Lynchburg  Fine  Arts  Center 
which  presents  several  plays  during  the  year,  the  Broadway 
Theatre  League,  which  brings  New  York  touring  companies, 
and  the  Community  Concert  Association,  which  sponsors  a  series 
of  concerts  and  ballets  each  year. 
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You  may  want  to  join  Oakwood  Club  or  Boonsboro  Country 
Club,  which  have  student  membership  rates.  The  clubs  are  nice 
if  you  like  to  play  golf  or  want  to  entertain  for  dinner. 

The  village  of  Amherst  is  three  miles  from  Sweet  Briar  in  the 
opposite  direction  from  Lynchburg.  It's  a  very  small  town,  but 
it  has  a  ten-cent  store,  drugstore,  hardware  stores,  radio  and  shoe 
repair  shops,  and  three  grocery  stores,  Mama  George's  and  the 
Amherst  Restaurant  can  provide  pizza  or  hamburgers.  Between 
Sweet  Briar  and  Amherst,  within  walking  distance  of  the  college, 
is  the  Briar  Patch  Inn,  an  establishment  which  serves  just  about 
the  world's  best  cheeseburgers  and  ice-cream.  Saunders'  Restaurant 
is  nearby,  and  the  Chinquapin  offers  excellent  catering. 

Also,  under  the  weeping  willow  tree  between  campus  and  the 
Briar  Patch  Inn,  William  Rowan  III  from  Charlottesville  has  a 
wonderful  ladies'  sportswear  shop. 


Away  for  the  week  end 

You  will  find  that  the  student  populace  at  Sweet  Briar 
is  noticeably  reduced  on  weekends.  The  roads  be- 
tween here  and  U.  Va.  in  Charlottesville  and  W  &  L 
and  VMI  in  Lexington  are  well-traveled.  If  your 
interests  are  further  away,  Washington,  New  York, 
Princeton,  Chapel  Hill,  Annapolis,  and  other  distant 
places  are  accessible  by  train,  bus  or  plane.  The  college 
is  on  the  main  line  of  the  Southern  Railway,  and  Pied- 
mont Airlines  serves  Lynchburg.

Organizations 


Church  and  Chapel  Committee 

Religious  services  and  related  activities  are  the  concern  of  this 
committee,  which  is  headed  by  the  College  Chaplain.  Church 
services,  held  every  Sunday  at  eleven  o'clock,  are  open  to  all. 
Outstanding  ministers  of  various  denominations  often  serve  as 
visiting  preachers.  There  are  chapel  services  twice  a  week,  and 
Sunday  vesper  services.  Additional  services  are  held  during  Lent 
and  on  special  occasions.  For  Roman  Catholic  students.  Mass 
is  celebrated  each  Sunday  morning  on  campus.  Students  may  also 
attend  churches  in  nearby  Amherst  or  Lynchburg. 


The  Sweet  Briar  Choir 

Membership  in  the  Choir  is  considered  an  honor  and 
tryouts  are  held  early  in  the  fall.  The  Choir  sings 
every  Sunday  in  church  and  presents  an  outstanding 
Christmas  Carol  Service.  Each  year,  two  or  more 
concerts  are  held  with  clubs  from  men's  colleges  such 
as  Princeton,  Hamilton,  Brown,  or  Davidson. 


Paint  and  Patches 

The  dramatic  club  offers  opportunities  for  those  who  enjoy  acting 
on  stage  and  for  others  who  prefer  to  exercise  their  talents  back- 
stage. Membership  in  the  organization  is  attained  only  after  an 
accumulation  of  many  hours  of  hard  work  in  either  area,  accom- 
panied by  an  enthusiastic  interest  in  the  Sweet  Briar  theatre. 
Your  first  chance  to  test  your  skill  with  Paint  and  Patches  comes 
when  the  winter  play  provides  roles  and  crew  jobs  for  newcomers. 


Y.  W.  C.  A. 

Membership  in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  is  voluntary.  In  general  the  "Y" 
emphasizes  the  importance  of  Christian  living  and  strives  to  over- 
come indifference  or  confusion  among  students  in  regard  to  the 
place  of  the  Christian  faith  in  modern  living.  More  specifically, 
the  "Y"  sponsors  activities  such  as  the  Annual  Religious  Con- 
ference, volunteer  service  in  several  projects,  and  a  Four  College 
Discussion  Group. 

The  World  Affairs  Club 

Open  to  any  who  are  interested  in  world  events,  this  club  sponsors 
lectures,  often  with  outside  speakers,  and  discussions  on  topics  of 
current  interest. 

Dance  Group 

Membership  in  the  Dance  Group  is  open  to  dancers  who  try  out 
and  qualify.  In  the  fall  the  members  give  a  dance  demonstration 
and  in  the  spring  they  present  a  program  with  original  dance 
creations. 

Hispanic  Society 

New  members  are  wc4comed  into  the  Hispanic  Society  if  they 
are  interested  in  the  Hispanic  world,  its  culture  and  its  political 
situation.    It  is  not  necessary  to  read  or  speak  Spanish. 

The  Committee  on  Vocational  Guidance 

The  primary  responsibilities  of  the  Committee  on  Vocational 
Guidance  are  to  furnish  information  on  job  requirements  and  op- 
portunities, to  arrange  for  speakers  and  interviews,  and  generally 
to  help  you  with  matters  pertaining  to  summer  jobs  and  to  your 
future  after  graduation  from  college.  The  Director  of  Vocational 
Guidance  is  chairman  of  the  Committee,  which  is  composed  of 
students  and  members  of  the  faculty. 


Campus  Chest 

The  Campus  Chest  conducts  the  annual  funds  drive,  one  big 
combined  drive  for  funds  to  support  welfare  projects  at  home 
and  abroad.  The  goal  is  set  at  100%  contribution  for  the  college 
community.  Roughly  half  of  the  proceeds  goes  toward  scholar- 
ships to  enable  students  from  other  countries  to  study  at  Sweet 
Briar. 


The  Development  Program 

In  the  last  ten  years,  Sweet  Briar's  Development  Program  has 
been  raising  funds  for  new  buildings  and  endowments.  Results 
include  the  William  Bland  Dew  dormitory,  completed  in  1956, 
and  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Fine  Arts  Center,  finished  in 
1961.  A  new  Science  Building  and  a  Memorial  Chapel  are  to  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  1965. 

To  the  Carter  Glass  Chair  in  Government  have  been  added  six 
new  endowed  professorships:  the  Rockefeller-Guion  Professor- 
ship of  Chemistry,  the  Betsey  Cushing  and  John  Hay  Whitney 
Professorship  of  Physics,  the  Wallace  Rollins  Professorship  of 
Religion,  the  Lucy  Crawford  Professorship  of  Philosophy,  the 
Helen  K.  Mull  Professorship  of  Psychology,  and  the  Edward  T. 
Wailes  Professorship  of  International  Affairs.  Sweet  Briar's 
endowment  has  more  than  tripled  since  the  program  was  started. 
Students  and  faculty,  alumnae,  parents,  and  friends  are  continu- 
ing, through  the  Sweet  Briar  Fund,  to  complete  all  the  objectives 
of  the  Development  Program.  The  Student  Development  Com- 
mittee is  in  charge  of  one  phase  of  this  joint  effort. 
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Sports 

Every  student  becomes  a  member  of  the  Athletic 
Association,  which  plays  an  important  part  in  campus 
life.  The  A.  A.  and  the  Physical  Education  Depart- 
ment work  together  to  offer  the  best  possibilities  in 
every  sport. 

In  the  fall,  hockey  and  lacrosse  are  the  team  sports. 
Those  who  enjoy  hiking  may  take  cabin  trips  or  join 
the  Appalachian  Trail  Club.  In  the  winter,  basket- 
ball and  modern  dance  come  into  prominence,  and 
preparations  are  made  for  the  spring  dance  recital. 
Games  and  tournaments  are  also  arranged  for  those  who  enjoy 
badminton,  squash,  volleyball,  and  ping-pong. 

In  the  springtime  outdoor  sports,  such  as  tennis,  boating  and 
canoeing,  and  swimming  are  resumed,  and  lacrosse  is  added  to 
the  list. 

Horseback  riding  is  one  of  the  most  popular  sports  at  Sweet  Briar. 
It  functions  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  since  we  have  an  indoor 
ring  as  well  as  an  outdoor  ring  and  many  trails.  Riding  events 
include  several  horse  shows,  point-to-point  meets,  and  annual 
riding  clinics. 

Sweet  Briar's  varsity  athletic  teams  play  other  nearby  women's 
colleges  in  sports  such  as  hockey,  lacrosse,  basketball,  and  tennis. 
If  you  plan  to  participate  in  the  athletic  program  here,  you  will 
find  many  enthusiastic  companions. 
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Honors  and  Honoraries 

Freshman  and  Junior  Honors,  Dean's  List, 
McVea  Scholars 

The  Freshman  Honors  Convocation  is  held  in  February,  when 
members  of  the  class  who  have  made  the  best  academic  records 
for  the  first  semester  are  recognized.  The  Dean's  List  is  com- 
posed of  those,  exclusive  of  freshmen,  who  maintain  a  high  average 
and  meet  certain  other  qualifications,  and  it  is  posted  each  semes- 
ter. Outstanding  scholastic  achievement  during  the  first  two  years 
of  college  is  recognized  at  the  Opening  Convocation,  when  Junior 
Honors  are  announced.  The  student  who  attains  top  rank  in  her 
class  is  designated  as  the  Emilie  Watts  McVea  Scholar  for  that 
class. 

Phi  Beta  Kappa 

Election  to  membership  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa  is  the  peak  in 
scholastic  honors,  and  only  a  few  students  attain  this  distinction 
each  year.  Names  of  new  members  are  usually  announced  early 
in  the  second  semester,  although  sometimes  additional  seniors 
are  named  at  Commencement. 


Tau  Phi 

Composed  of  seniors  and  juniors  who  have  shown  an 
outstanding  combination  of  scholarship,  character, 
and  constructive  influence,  Tau  Phi  aims  to  stimulate 
the  best  interests  of  Sweet  Briar.  Several  times  a 
year  Tau  Phi  has  open-discussion  meetings  on  sub- 
jects of  interest  to  the  community  and  gives  poetry 
and  play  readings. 
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QV 

The  members  of  QV,  sophomore  honorary  society,  are  elected 
by  their  classmates  in  the  fall  for  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  they 
displayed  as  freshmen  in  unifying  their  class.  Their  purpose  is 
to  promote  class  spirit  throughout  the  year,  although  their  names 
are  kept  secret  until  the  spring  stepsinging  of  their  sophomore 
year. 


Chung  Mungs 

The  Chung  Mungs  are  a  sheet-clad  society  of  nine 
seniors  and  four  juniors  who  delight  in  robbing  the 
honorable  Tau  Phi's  of  some  of  their  not-too- intact 
dignity.  During  the  year,  they  employ  their  energy 
for  the  more  serious  purpose  of  aiding  the  Campus 
Chest. 


Bum  Chums 

"The  notorious  ten"  are  chosen  at  the  end  of  their  sophomore 
year.  They  sponsor  the  visits  of  the  Red  Cross  Bloodmobile, 
supervise  the  coke  machines  in  the  smokers,  keep  the  Date  House 
clean,  and  are  hostesses  at  several  "Holiday  Inns"  during  the  year.

Your  Parents 

This  publication  can  only  provide  an  incomplete  picture  of  what 
your  life  will  be  like  at  Sweet  Briar,  and  your  parents  are  no 
doubt  as  curious  as  you  are  about  the  college.  After  you  are 
settled  here  they  will  probably  want  to  visit  you.  Whether  you 
choose  a  time  when  some  special  activity  is  scheduled,  such 
as  Parents'  Day,  the  Senior  Show,  or  May  Day,  or  a  time  when 
nothing  is  pending,  here  are  a  few  points  to  consider: 

First,  be  sure  to  make  reservations  ahead  of  time.  If  the  Box- 
wood Inn  on  campus  is  filled,  you  might  try  the  Virginian  Hotel 
or  the  Presidential  Motor  Inn  in  Lynchburg,  or  nearer  campus, 
the  Amherst  Motor  Court,  White  Oaks  Motel,  Thomas'  Motor 
Lodge,  Holiday  Inn  North,  or  a  tourist  home  in  Amherst. 

Second,  take  them  with  you  to  class  and  sports,  but  be  sure  to  ask 
your  teachers  in  advance  if  it  is  convenient  or  whether  a  quiz  is 
planned.  And  introduce  them  to  your  adviser  and  your  Resident 
Counselor  if  you  have  a  chance  to  do  so. 
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You  will  probably  want  to  get  a  group  of  your  friends  together 
for  dinner  in  town,  but  take  your  visitors  to  dinner  in  the  Refectory 
or  in  the  Meta  Glass  Dining  Hall  at  least  once.  It  is  a  good 
place  for  them  to  get  to  know  your  friends. 

If  your  family  comes  by  car,  they  will  probably  enjoy  driving 
along  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  and  Skyline  Drive  or  visiting 
Natural  Bridge.  Don't  forget  other  places  of  historic  interest 
nearby,  such  as  Monticello,  Appomattox,  Richmond,  Jamestown, 
and  Williamsburg.
